Had tlj.9,"grab" 
been allowed— ;ba^ ,^\^ery .', piaa been 
flu£Fered to make a ' lino unto 
Li^selfT— the thoroughfare yrould. hav^ 
been practically destroyed ioif business 
purposes, for what customer Would 
iiave cared to play bide and-seek round 
sharp projections, jogs and anjjles with 
tradesmen, when lie could find without 
the Jeast trouble the articles ■ he ro 
quired on almost every other-street. Tt 
now. remains for the Gity Council to 
protect Mr. Russell by laying down 
an inflexible lino from which no man 
depart without involving himself 
in serious diflicultj.

Let hiiu 
sti^ 'to' his lawful limits and the City 
Fathers will take care that there shall 
bo no encroachments upon his rights. 

THE WOOLEN MILL SUBSIDY. 

The City Council have risen to thu 
iniportance of tbt^ crisis and have unan- 
imously voted iu favor of paying a 
subsidy of §5000 to any person or per 
sons wlio slmll establish a woole.n luill 
within the cor])orate limits of the city 
with freedom from taxiuioii for a 
period of tive years. This valuable 
frangbise will not long go a-begging. 
Capitalists will jump at the offer. Ad- 
ded tp' the suh^iily of $5000 oSVred by 
the provincial government for the same 
purpose it repri'spnta a capital of 310,- 
000 — ^just one-half the amount re- 
quired to build and equio a manufac- 
tory of the kind. The freedom of tax- 
ation clause represents at Ipast §1500 
mora We have, therefore, a subsidy 
of $11,500 guaranteed upon an invest- 
ment of $20,000 in a country where the 
consumption of woolen goods is very 
large, and the raw material very cheap; 
where there is no manufactory of the 
kind in existence; and at a point where 
are already concentrated the chief 
banks and busine.sa houses and the 
heavy manufacturing establishments, 
and where all the capital of the pro- 
vince comes when seeking investment. 
The advantages that will accrue from 
the opportunity offered by of the Coun- 
cil cannot be over estimated. Noh only 
will sheepraisors find here an ever re- 
munerative market for their wool, but 
employment will be brought within 
reach of the young men and women of 
the province. The population will bo 
increased by the influx of artisans and 
dwellingSj^now unoccupied, will.. soon 
be tenanted. We entertain not the 
slightest doubt that the ratepayers will 
ratify and conQrm the bylaw on Thurs- 
day next. The object is one of the 
very best upon which the revenue of 
the city can be expended. 

THE AMERICAN TROUBLE. 

The deadlock in th6 Senate a t'Wasli-^ 

ington contitiues. The situation is in 
no sense im[)roved, and the rancorous 
feeling that exists between the presi- 
dent and senator Conklino i.i daily 
increasing, and threatens to disintro- 
gate .the ^;ei|ttblican party. Mean w h ilo t h o 
evenly balanced legislative body con- 
tinues in a chronic state of deadlock, 
and no business can be transacted be- 
cause the senators refuse to proceed to 
the election of the nece.^sary officers. 
The republican caucus endeavored on 
the Ist^in^ tp patch up a peacetetwecn 
the president and Conklinq, but nei- 
ther would yield a jot. The president 
claimed that in disregarding the pre- 
tensions of CoNKLiNG to the patronage 
of the State of New York ho was act 
ing in the best interests of the republi- 
can parly and (he country. C'o.vklino 
replied that the president had tieeu 
guilty ;of.aigr,oBaibrBach of faith in his 
treatment of him; that be had flagrant- 
ly violated solemn pledges made before 
the election, in consequence of which 
pledges ho (Conkling) and his friends 
were induced to support Garfield, 
and by their support, defeated Han 
COCK. The bone of contention is one 
Robertson, ivhoiu the president has 
nominated for the most lucrative otTice 
in the United States. Under the 
constitution the president nominates 
and thfi senate confirms or rejects a 
nomination, Should the senate reject 
the noiiitnation of Robertson the 
action would be';a serious blow to the 
iufluenicp of the president. It is a re- 
markable facli that the United States 
seldom, if ever, select their president 
from amongst their cleverest men, 
Statesmen like Clay, V/edster, Sum- 
ner, IJlaine and Conkliso, Lave all 
had to give place to men with military 
r8putation8orM>ni^;ofjijjedj6p^e ability; 
and disappo'inled aspiranfi. are always 
restive^ under control and quarre^ wf th. 
thoir chiefs," ;■ 1., ' , '. i--., * ='f<»' 



To ■riii: EniTOu: — ,Sni, — Your Chilli- 
whack ooires[)ondent has called atten- 
tion to the insecure state of life and 
property in his settlement and also at 
Yale. I can well understand that with 
a rough migratory population prowling 
through the farming district in which 
he dwells a sense of alarm prevails at 
the absouceof all government protection. 
His appeal for police aid is under the 
circumstances deserving of the atlen- 
tien of our Attorney General, Mr. 
Walkem, or if he is incapable then the 
rest of the ministry. i)ut it ia at Yale 
from all accounts that the mo.st serious 
needier a strong police force exists 
and no time should be'IosCin attending 
to it. One policeman to preserve law 
and order amoug over two thousand 
men many of -whom are anything but 
law- abiding ' citizens, is to the most 
casual obterver clearly inadequate. 

The provineo not a very long time 
ago was put to the expense of about 
ten thousand Vdollars and the interior 
throwii into a state of terror through 
the neglect of Mr. Walkem to have the 
law respected at Kamloopsand valuable 
citizens lost their lives thereby. 

When wo remember the fatal and 
costly consequences of the munlorous 
acta of four or five halfbreed youths it 
make.s us tromblo to think what might 
hap]ien should a score or two Cali- 
fornia rowdies unite on robbing and 
shooting. Tlia absence of adequate jiro- 
tcction to the Y'ale poiiulation is a temp- 
ta,tion to the viciously inclined and upon 
Mr. Walkem's head restis the whole re- 
sponsibility should anything serioua 
happen. 

The government camiot claim that it 
cannot send a police oflicer to Yale as 
the Snpcriiitondenl of the Provincial 
police has at this time no duties in this 
city, and the proper place for him is 
where duty calls, and that is to Yale, 
where there ia but one policeman. His 
presence alone, wore ho only to show 
biniself there, would have a sobering 
influence On those disposed to violate 
the law. I respectfully rocommend 
that the superintendent of police l)u 
sent to Yale by the Governmnnt with- 
out fnrth<?r delay. .T. E. .S.

— In looking over 
the bonus bylaw as advertised I notice 
that the author, Mr. Shakespeare, pro- 
tends great dislike to Chinamen and bv 
Clause -i enacts that Chinauien, wheth- 
er British subjects or not, .shall not be 
enqiloyed in the mill under a penalty 
that no money shall be paid if they are 
employed. 

Mr. Shakespeare's zeal on tho Chi 
neb(! labor question appears to end with 
the first year's existence of tl.(! null, for 
by that time tho whole of the ,55000 
bonus is to be paid, if the provisoes in 
sections I and 2 are all complied with, 
after which the owners having got the 
money will be free to employ anv cla^s 
of help they choose. 

If this vote is "yea" I fear the rate- 
payers will have as much cause to be 
satisfied (in after years) with the 
result as ihey have had with the 
public market building, which was to 
do so much good, as proclaimed during 
the city hall and public market build- 
ing days. A Voter.

To THE Editot!. — AVhat in tho name 
of humanity is the re.Tsnn that some 
300 of our fellow beings arc now penn- 
ed up in the barque Henry Buck, kept 
face to face with the contagion of 
small pox with which from latest ac 
counts one by one they arc bc:coming 
afllicted. From this dread disorder last 
accounts are to the effect that the in- 
habitants of Honolulu are perishing 
by hundreds. 

History records the terrible ravages 
of a "fever upon the line"on ships be- 
calmed in southern water8,and we turn 
heartsick from the contemplation of 
such calamity; yet here are wo with 
every appliance of relief at hand com- 
pelling our fellow creatures to remain 
in a state that if continued but a few- 
hours mo^e must inevitably result in the 
dcalth 'of many.if not a majority of them. 
In moat countries there are autiiorized 
quarantine grounds to which places the 
disinfected are removed. Here we 
have hundreds of islands which will 
answer the same purpose and yet not 
an attetnpt is being made to utilize 
them in this period of emergency. 
This must be some one's business, and 
I would ask you, Mr, Editor, to desig- 
nate upon whom tho responsibility 
rests. The consideration of this ques 
tipn is far above the con.^iideration of 
dollars and cents that will be required 
to afford the required relief and is one 
which requires immediate attention on 
the part of the citizens.

TO AID THE ESTABLISHMENT OF A WOOL- 
LEN MILL in TKE C:TY of VIOTORiA. 



WHERE.\S IT IS DESIRABLE 
that it Woollon Mill for the manu 
fiicturo of blankets, flannels, &c. , bo es 
tablidliud in tho City of Victoria, and tho 
Corpuration of the said Citj' are desirous 
of assiating tho establislunent of such a 
iiianuf.icluiy by exemption from taxation 
and by graiitiii;; a .stun of moiioy to tho 
pi'oniotera of such object. 

And wucrkas tho estimated coat of 
electing a Woollen Mill ia 820,000. 

Be it THuaEFORE ENACTKD by the Mayor 
and. Counoil of the City of Victoria. 

1. That when and so soon as n Mill of 
tlie capacity of ten looms and eight hun- 
dred spindles sliall have been erected 
uithiu the City of Victoria and fitted up 
wicli all the necessary machinery and ap- 
pliances for tho maaufacturo of wool into 
yarns, blankets, &c., there shall be paid 
to tho owner of such mill out of the re- 
venue of tiie .said City tho siiin of 8'2u00, 
and theiiccfiirth tho .said will, machinery 
and ajipliancos, and all materials manu- 
fact ui-ed at the said Mill shall be exempt- 
ed from ta.Kation by tho Municipal Coun- 
cil for a period of five years. 

2. Tliat when the s;iid Jlill has been in 
operation for the space of t^vcK-e mouths 
there shall l}e paid to the owner thereof 
the further sum of S-,uOO nut of the re- 
venue aforesaid; Provided that such last 
mentioned payment shall not be madci if 
the said !Mill shall have been shut down 
or shall h.avp ciM.sed to manufacture for a 
period of oii,'lit weeks during tho preced- 
ing twelve months. 

3. That before any payuient shall be 
made under this I!y-la\v tlic proprietor of 
such mill shall enter into a bond with two 
sullicient sureties tokcopthe saidjWoollon 
Mill in good working order, and to manu- 
facture woul into yarns, blankets, etc., for 
a period of five years, and sliall not, dur- 
ing such period, bo interested in any 
other Mill of a similar character, or for a 
similar purpose, within the Province of 
Hritisli Cobinibia, and shall not re-.nove 
the s;iid .Mill, dr the machinery thereto 
ai>pertainii)g, during the said period. 

4. That no Chinaman, whether a Brit- 
ish subject or not, shall bo employed in 
the said Mill, and, if any such bo em- 
ployed, no monies shall - be paid to tho 
owner of such Mill under this By-law. 

5. This By-law may be cited as tho 
"Woollen Mill By-law, 1881."

Hew tho Eudsoa Lay Co. "Woro 
" Ohlsslod" by a Dishon- 
est OaaMer, 

The Toronto jVaiT a- correspondent, toio- 
graphiiig from Montro;.! on t!io ISth ult. 
says : The sad wreck of the happiness and 
future prospecta of a family well known 
and hitherto greatly csteomed among the 
higher cla.sses of society here, with tvliom 
they lui.X'^d, will cause tho deepest pain 
and surprise when it bocomos known that 
tho father, -Mr, Lewis .Vnldjo, ca.shior in 
tho Hudson Bay Company's oflice, ha.s em- 
bezided a very large amount from the com- 
pany and absconded to tlio United States. 
Mr. Auldjo entered the company 's service 
about seven years since, having been pre- 
viously bookee[)er to a prominent broker 
in tho city. 'I'hc .salary which hi.s contract 
entitled him to i<>v the tiist year was only 
§500, but h» pei f.irmuil hia duties .so satis- 
factorily that tho ci'iiipuiiy at tho end uf 
the year presented liim with S200 extra. 
His emoluments weie siilisenuently aug- 
mented until they wore 81,200 or §1,400 
per annum. Not satisfied, however, to 
support his family in tho position which 
his properly-acquired lueana would enable 
him to do, the defaulter commenced a sys- 
tem of ombozzlemont almost from his en- 
trance into the service, and went on in- 
creasing the amount year by year up to the 
accidental discovery uf liia delinquencies a 
few days since, in order to lay out the 
money in a lavish u.xpeiuliture on those 
depending upon him. His defalcations 
were concealed by falsification of his books, 
and but for an incident which led to the 
startling development of his criminality, 
his dishonest career might have gone on 
ad inrniituin. The discnvory arose out of 
hi.s obtaiiuuff a coiujiaratively small sum 
of money from tlic firm uf OgiU ie it Co. 
on a bon to which ho attached the siyua- 
turo of tho company. Throu^di either I'.ir- 
gctfulness or some other cause ho failed to 
redeem the security, and after tho lapse 
of some weeks tho document was sent 
over to the ollico for payment at a moment 
when ho was touiporanly absent. On 
being handed tho note uf liaiid, tho man- 
ager was astonished to think that 
tho signature of tho Hudson Bay Co. 
was floating about for small loans. Ho 
recognized Mr. Auldjo's handwriting, and 
on his return ho was called on for an ex- 
planation.

2'o the ^fayor and Council. 

GEN-rLE.MK.v:— In reply to the question 
of tho committee with respect to tho 
street lines "whether it is necessary that 
Mr. llussell's building should be built on 
tho now lino which tho Act of 1881 en- 
ables the corpuratioii to lay down as the 
west line of Government street" we are of 
opinion it is not, as it is optional with tho 
corporation to carry out the provisions of 
that Act or not. 

The map as registered under tho .\ct of 
ISSO, defines a line for the west side of 
Government street, and the corporation 
can give to any lot holder a line in ac- 
cordance with such registered map, and 
a lot holder under soction 5 is entitled 
to have that line given him.

Coun. McLean wished to ascertain who 
gave tho line for the new post^oflicc front. 
He was of opinion that it was not given 
by order of tho Council, but that Mr. 
Tiodoman defined it without any^reference 
whatever to the Council or oityiSurveyor. 

Several councillors wore of the samo 
opiiiii.in. 

Coun. Wriglesworth moved that tho 
communication be roceivud and hiod. 
The question for tlie Council to decide 
was wliether Mr. llussell should take the 
old lino or that of Mr, Levy's brick build 
ing.

Boyd considered that the street 
would look liettur if all the buildings from 
Johnson to Yates streets were on a line 
with Levy's brick building.

There would be jogs 
I'U the street anyway, and one more or 
less w.iuld be of Ultle consoquence. The 
Council wi'uUl nut ciunuut themselves by 
atloptmg tho lino of Levy's brick building.

Coun. Wriglesworth referred to a com- 
munication Iinin .Mr. I'earse on tho que.s- 
tiun of opening up Yates atreel through 
to the C idburo Bay road and asked if any 
action had lieeii taken on it. 

Coun. McLean had mado several en- 
quiries abiuit the matter, especially of the 
fcl.

Weiler r.f. Moore anu ij.i-.,<.ii— iii ihif 
case judgment had been given on Tues- 
d:iy by default agaiiiBtthe defendant Lip- 
sett for S59 U2A. 

Mr. Tlieudi^ro Davio now applied for n 
now tl-ial on behalf of Lipselt, on the 
.ground 'that the default of appearance was 
accidental and there was a good defence 
upon tho merits. Tho Court granted the 
application upon payment of costs, and 
directed tho now trial to take place at 3 
p.m. 

T. W. Carter vs. Rowland Hill— This 
was an action brought to reoovor$162 50, 
amount of promissory note given by de- 
fendant in favor of plaintiff. Defendant 
filed a aototl" amounting to S193 CO for 
pasturage, &c. Setoff was disallowed and 
judgment given for the amount, S1G2 60; 
but owing to tho plaintitl' having sued be- 
fore tho note wa.n actually duo costs wore 
not allowed.., Jlr. Pollaril for plaintiff 
and -Mr. Hett for defendant. 

Mr. M. Frior, a nativo of Lisbon, Por- 
tugal, applied for and obtained his natur- 
alization papers. 

Weiler is. Moore and Lipsott — At 3 p. 
m. tho now hearing was proceeded with. 
From evidence of the plaintiff it appear- 
ed that in IMay, 18S0, the defendant* were 
registered owners of tho Gertrude, and 
that both had at different times ordered 
supplies for tho boat amounting to 
SlU 37 i, 851 75 of which was ordered by 
Lipsott and the remainder by Moore. 
Li|iSett had paid for tho amount ordered 
by him, but had refused to pay the ao- 
count contracted by Mooro. There was 
nothing to show that Moore had any au- 
thority from Lipsott to obtain or order 
goods. Tho evidenco of Lipsett showed 
that he was owner in trust for Callbreath, 
Grant it Cook, and pursor and manager 
of tho boat, and that tiie duty devolved 
upun liiiii aloue of firdering goods; fur- 
ther that under arrangements with Moore 
tho latter was to fit the boat up and make 
it serviceable for tho season of 1880 at his 
own cost.

Hia Honor reversed tho prior judgment 
against Lipsett and entered judgment in 
hia favor without costs.

Often articles of vuluo in polished 
steel, particularly knives, ore left dump, 
or water is unfortunately Kpilled upou 
them. If tins is discovered before the 
rust has eaten through the plating or 
IJolished surface, it can easily be removed 
v/ithout defacing the article. But if thoy 
have lain long untouched and the rust 
has made its way through the surface, 
they most be taken to some manufactory 
where there is an emery-wheel used for 
polishing, or some jeweler -n-ill be able to 
finish them otT aa good as new. But in tbo 
case of knives and forks thoy will never 
be quite aa strong, bocanse iu removing 
the rust thoy mnst bo ground down be- 
fore repolishing, and will couiiequontly 
bo thinner.

There is nothing looks nicur in its 
M'fly than u clean, hright-looking set of 
haiU'^s, nor is there luiythuig more 
ijiiirkiy diim igcd by negk'ct. H:u:nea3 
hUould bo washed and oiled frequently. 
To do this eili:;ctualiy the straps sliouid

All closets 
should be well-veutilated, and, when 
pr.lv ;ble, bo well lighted. To clean 
platoil mountings, use a chamois with a 
IitLlo tripoli or rotten-stone; but they 
should be scoured as little us possible.

The tallest trees in the world are in 
Aiifltndia. A fallen tree iu Gippslahd 
measured 435 feet from the root to the 
highest point of the branches. Another, 
stnnding in the Dan&enong disMot in 
Victoria, i.'j e3tima*^od to be 450 feet from 
tho ground to the top. 

Tin; chamois, boniuling over the 
mountain, aio indebted iu no small de- 
gree to a species of pheoaants.' The 
bird nets as a seutLuol ; for as soon as it 
gets sight of a man it whistles— upon 
hearing which tho chamois, knowing 
the' hunters to bo near, sots out' at full 
Sliced. 

Tins twinkling of tlio stars is geuernlly 
admitted to be due to moistturo iu the 
upper air.

Nevortlielo.HS, on llio aoutborn 
moiuitiuns and table lands tliroo feet of 
snow sometimes falls in a day. Hnow- 
storms have been known to lust threi,- 
weeks, ttie snow lying from four to lif- 
teen feet in depth, and burying tho 
cattle. 



Curious Uses and "\'\'orks of Ants. 

Tho ant belongs to a family of insects 
such OS wasps, beoa, hornets, but is tho 
superior of them all, as are ttie elephant, 
the horse, and the dog, in other Uncs of 
animal Ufe. Aula are constructed ynth 
the " back" bono in front, and the heart 
and other internal organs on tho oppo- 
site side are p\it together upside down, 
n-s wo might think. Their month i.s for 
bitilag and swallowing food only, not for 
breathing. Their bite is so determined 
and lasting that they .ai-e used in some 
countries for confining tlio edges of 
wounds and cuts. Ants' heads are pro- 
sentod to the cut surface, which they 
grasp with their nipiiers, when their 
bodies are cut off, leaving a whole row 
of tlicm to hold the llesh. They are 
cheaper than sticking- xilostor in some 
countries. • . i ; • 

Thoy sometimes excavate tunnels un- 
der rivers of eonsidorablo depth and 
width, and nt.o tiio tunnels for trans- 
porting supplies. They dig wells twen- 
ty feet deep and a foot in diainoter for 
drinking water. The' linrvestihg ants 
plant soed.s on farms, wliich tliey culti- 
vate with (jrcat skill and neatness, keep- 
ing evL-ry weed down and harvesting the 
grain, curing and storing it safely in 
weather-proof cavities in the soil, 'i'lioy 
also organize into divisions with com- 
manders, each iudividiiul iloiiig a certidu 
kind of work. Smnc nuts are smart 
enough tor onginocrs, whili: others < nly 
know enough to do as tlu:y are told'. 
Tiioy can count and inalce corn^ct esti- 
mates of the magniiude of an. tmdertak- 
iiig, as proved by observers. 

Eight chrysalidc;s (oft^jn called the 
eggs of aiit.s) were placed in a "])atli 
where ants travel. A single uiLUvi lUid 
found them and undertook to remove 
them to their home. Several were car- 
rii-d by tlie single nut patiently enough, 
hut wiieu twenty chrysidides were placed 
in tho li>-Hp, another nut was found en- 
gaged iu the work. The pile waa in- 
creased nt intervals till eighty ants en- 
gaged in the underUikiug, showing that 
workers were detailed according to the 
demands of the case. 

iVnw' battles sometimes "last many 
days, in one case seven •;vveelw,'ihd Vid- 
tors finally taking the stores akd remov- 
ing them to their o^yn hoiises. Their 
wars are quite as justifiablu as those ol 
men, when tho object — pilhigo — is the 
sanic. They have the power, too, ;;f 
knowing members of their own commu- 
nities even after six months' absanco. 
Straugera are always driven off or, killed. 
They are very helpful to each o'iher, mid 
show sympailiy in case of accident or 
sickness. Some famUies of nuts build 
arched roads covered bj* an arch of elny 
or mortar for protection against enemies, 
and shovr great skill in the work, wliioli 
is under tho supervision of trained en- 
gineers, who order a rebuilding if the 
work is not perfect. Some kinds of luiis 
keep cowH, liiiild I'ow-yards, and niillc 
their cows regularly, and don't throw 
milking stools at them, either, to make 
tlioui " give down," but pat and a!;rol{o 
their backs very tenderly. Of course 
thcBo cows are tho plant aphides so fa- 
miliar to all farmers and gardeners.—
